The most rapid advance was from 
the Ebro delta, southwest of Tarra- 
gona, where hard-riding Moroccan 
cavalrymen yesterday captured the 
town of Tortosa and opened the 
way for a drive up the coast. 

Troops following the coastal high- 
wiy were said to have reached the 
outskirts of Hospitalet, 24 miles 
north of Tortosa. 

Franco's headquarters reported

Chairman May, Dem. (Kentucky) 
of the House Military Committee 
said he would propose the new limit 
next week in response to President 
Roosevelt’s recommendation that 
the Army air forces be expanded 
as soon as possible by at least 3000 
aircraft. 

Reliable Administration sources 
reported, however, that Army 
spokesmen would ask Congresss in- 
stead to “make the sky the limit.” 

Congressional authorizations are 
distinct from actual appropriations. 
Often the legislators authorize a 
program extending over several 
years, then pass annually on the 
amount of money to be spent carry- 
ing it out. 

Legally, officials said, the Army 
now has authority to increase the 
Air Corps to 4120 planes. 

It was said in military quarters 
that, although the Administration 
opposed a new limitation of 6000, it 
had no present intention of propos- 
ing to exceed this figure in the 
next several years.

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
said today he would- introduce an 
amendment to the 1938. Flood Con- 
trol Act on Monday to “restore the 
rights of states.” He contended the 
present law was unconstitutional 
and cited a statute of 1841 which 
he said restricted the right of the 
Federal Government in using pub- 
lic funds for purchasing property 
of states or private citizens. That 
statute, he said, “prohibits expendi- 
ure of the money unless the Leg- 
islature of the State concerned 
gives its consent.” 


Gov. Aiken Says Roosevelt Is “Un- 
willing to Risk Test.”

Aiken of Vermont 
asserted today President Roosevelt 
; is unwilling to risk a court deci-

was passed.” 

In a formal statement, Aiken 
said he hoped the President was 
“not again trying to becloud the 
real issue.” 

“It is not flood control that we 
oppose,” he asserted. ““It is the sur- 
render of state sovereignty and re- 
sources to the Federal Government 
as a price for building these dams 
that we object to.”

Blizzard Sweeps Through New England 
States—Other Parts of Country Hit 
by Cold Snap. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14. — The 
worst storm of the new year spread 
over the country today with snow 
and sub-freezing temperatures gen- 
eral from the Atlantic coast to the 
Rocky Mouhtains. 

Sleet, rain and snow caused many 
traffic fatalities. 

A blizzard, sweeping through 
New England, buffeted New York 
and Rhode Island with particular’ 
fury, although all the North At- 
lantic states suffered. 

Snow covered New York City’s 
streets to a depth of nine inches 
and jammed traffic so serious- 
ly in Manhattan that police 
asked radio stations to broadcast 
appeals to out-of-town residents not 
to attempt to drive their cars into 
the city. The tie-up was described 
by traffic patroimen as the worst 
in years. 

About 32,000 workers toiled to 
clear New York streets. Extra men 
totaling 25,000 were called out to 
reinforce the 7000 regular employes 


of the Department of Sanitation.

Punishment on conviction under 
the extortion charge may be two 
to five years in the penitentiary. 
The indictment is based on section 
4060 of the Revised Statutes, cov- 
ering the offense technically de 
scribed as robbery in the third de. 

This section deals with 
threats to do injury to person or 
property resulting in the extortion 
of money. 


The $10,000 payment alleged to 
have been made to Brady, in new 
$500 bills, was taken from a $15,000 
“defense fund” collected in Septem- 
ber, 1936, from local members of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners’ As- 
sociation of Eastern Missouri and 
Southern Illinois. The $10,000 check, 
drawn to “Cash,” was indorsed with 
the name, “Edward M. Brady.” 

Investigators, comparing this in- 
dorsement with signatures of Rep- 
resentative Brady on legislative pay 
vouchers, concluded there was no 
doubt the same hand had signed in 
both places, 


Signers of the check were the 
collectors ef the fund, Clarence H. 
Kaimann and Louis Landau, theater 
owners. Contributions to the fund 
were $150 or more from each 
theater involved. The St. Louis 
Amusement Co, was expected to 
pay $200 for each of 20 neighbor- 
hood theaters in its chain, but was 
reported to have given $3900—the 
largest single subscription.

They are aware that among 
recruits of the union in recent years 
have been men of rough and tough 
reputation, Theater men say Nick 
has cursed and browbeaten them 
and called them “cheap.” 


Diamonds and Geod Cigars. 

Nick dresses well, wears a large 
diamond ring and smokes expensive 
cigars. His office at union head- 
quarters, on the second floor at 4 
South Eighth street, corner of Mar- 
ket street, is well appointed. He 
has been “in” only to those he 
wished to see, with privacy en- 
forced by a spring-latched gate. 

He has dabbled in politics, run 
Theatrical Post of the American 
Legion as commander for more 
than the ordinary term, enjoyed 
easy going with many theater own- 
ers over whose business he exer- 
cised a virtual power of life and 
death, and avoided serious trou- 
ble with the police. Commercial 
employment of movie operators and 
stagehands here has been under his 
absolute dictation. 

His chief aids are Clyde A. Wes- 
ton, business manager of the movie 
operators; C. Orville Newlin, busi- 
ness manager of the miscellaneous 
employes and secretary and mouth- 
piece of the stagehands, and 
Thomas J. Canavan, business man- 
ager of the stage employes. 

Nick sent a telegram Jan. 5 to. 
George E. Browne of New York, in- 
ternational president of the the- 
atrical alliance, requesting an in- 
vestigation of conditions in the mo- 
vie operators’ local and expressing, 
willingness to have autonomy re- 
stored to it. This was regarded in 
union circles as a meaningless ges- 
ture, as Browne and Nick long 
have been close allies and it was 
Browne who authorized Nick to 


| take over control of the local un- 


ions. There has been no public re- 
sponse from Browne and efforts by 
the Post-Dispatch to communicate 
with him have been unavailing. 


Was Hawker in Theaters. 

Son of a newspaper carrier, 
Nick was employed as a youth in 
newspaper circulation departments, 
but worked in theaters at night as 
a hawker, thus getting his first ex- 
perience in show business. Then he 
got a job at the old Hippodrome 
vaudeville theater, Sixth street, 
south of Market street, as a stage 
electrician for the late Frank Tal- 
bot. Associates recall that later he 
operated a spotlight for provocative 
dancers at the old Standard bur- 
lesque theater. Eventually he went 
on the road as a stage electrician 
with traveling companies. 

This led him to a job as a trave!l- 
ing organizer for the theatrical al- 
liance, with the settling of labor 
controversies as one of his duties. 
On his return to St. Louis he took 
charge of the stagehands’ union. 

Police records in’ the name of 
John Nick date back to 1914. They 
follow, with the addresses given 
each time he was arrested or de- 
tained for questioning:

Apparently the first time Nick 
came to general public notice was 
Aug. 24, 1932, when C. P. Crawford, 
manager of the Gayety Theater, 
Fourteenth and Locust streets, told 
police Nick had assaulted him over 
an attempt to reopen the theater as 
a movie house with non-union pro- 
ijector operators. 

In 1934 Nick and his wife, Clara, 
‘signed a $20,000 bond for John R. 
(Bab) Moran, who had been indict- 
‘ed for the murder of John C. John- 
‘son, important State witness in the 
‘kidnaping of Dr. I. D. Kelley. Nick 
cited, in his qualification, owner- 
shin of an eight-room house and 
double garage at 2941 Russell and 
sai to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that his realty was worth $30,000. 
He was identified at the time as 
one of the owners of the Aladdin 
Cleaning Co., 3714 Olive street. Two 
years earlier it was announced that 
J. T. Latham had leased that clean- 
ing plant for a retail business. An 
associate of Nick in union activities 
since has been J. T. Latham. The 
charge against Moran was dropped 
last May because a State witness 
was missing. 

Nick signed a bond in August, 
1936, for a Democratic 
clerk of the Twentieth Ward, 
charged with willful neglect to can- 
vass a precinct. 


$15,000 “Defense” Fund. 


The first public knowledge of the 
difficulties of dealing with Nick's 
union came when the Post-Dispatch 
told, June 1, 1937, about the $15,- 
000 “defense fund” collected from 
St. Louis members of the Moving 
Picture Theater Owners’ Associa- 
tion of Eastern Missouri and South- 
ern Illinois in September, 1936. 

The Post-Dispatch, in exclusive 
stories recently, told of a second 
fund, $7000, raised by the theater 
owners in 1937 when negotiations 
for another contract with the union 
were under way. Theater proprie- 
tors have named Clarence H, Kai- 
mann and Walter A. Thimmig, the- 
ater owners, as collectors of this 
fund, That year there was a slight 
wage increase granted in the lower 
brackets, but the working day was 
lengthened, eliminating much over- 
time pay, so that the cost to the 
theater men was not increased. The 
union had asked increases to $75 a 
week for operators on the $40-$55 
level, 

Nick's chief lieutenant, Weston, 
established the Co-Operative Sound 
Service Co., 3315 Olive street, in 
August, 1936, but has said he sold 
it to Canavan of the exchange em- 
ployes’ union before becoming busi- 
ness manager of the movie operat- 
ors Feb. 1, 1937. Until recently this 
concern was the only one here with 
union sound engineers and it still 
has the big majority of the busi- 
ness of installing and servicing 
sound projection equipment. Upon 
formation of the Co-Operative com- 
pany Nick and Weston notified the 
union movie operators that they 
no longer were to service sound 
equipment and _ that non-union 
sound men were not to be allowed 
in the projection booths. This ef- 
fectively gave the Co-Operative 
iconcern monopoly of the business. 
Canavan still operates this com- 
pany. 

Nick advocated an ordinance to 
require an operator for each movie 
projector. Theater owners, oppos- 


; ling this, said it was an attempt to 


put a union rule into law. Mayor 
Dickmann, who was supported for 
re-election in 1937 by Nick, vetoed 
this bill less than two months be- 
fore he was re-elected, holding it 
was a piecemeal! attack on the prob- 
lem of theater safety. He appoint- 
ed a committee to prepare a broad-

The broader ordinance, covering 
various phases of projection booth 
safety and including the regulation 
of an operator for each machine, 
was passed in June, 1937, and is 
being enforced. Theater men say 
St. Louis is the only city, with the 
possible exception of Cleveland, 
where two fully qualified operators 
are required in each theater booth. 


Forced to Hire Stagehands. 


Late last year, when there was 
ino “defense fund,” Nick obtained a 
'wage increase of $2.50 a week for 
|movie operators in the lower brack- 
‘ets. Then, as told exclusively in 
ithe Post-Dispatch Dec. 23, he sought 
to force the theater owners to em- 
ploy stagehands at $75 a week, al- 
though there was no work for them 
and some of the owners feared the 
added expense would put them out 
of business. It was suggested that 
one stagehand be engaged for ev- 
ery two theaters, with about 50 
neighborhood houses affected. The 
demand has not been pressed. 

It was learned at the same time 
that Nick’s demands led to the clos- 
ing last March of the new $60,000 
Beverly Theater, 7740 Olive boule- 
vard, University City. Nick re- 
quired the owner, Henry Holloway, 
‘to retain an unwanted stagehand 
for nine weeks, at $75 a week, and 
to pay two operators $75 a week 
each instead of $45, as had been 
expected. Holloway has 
Post-Dispatch reporters the stage- 
hand was withdrawn after he paid 
$200 to an unnamed person.

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"PUTTY NOSE BRADY 
AND VARIED CAREER 


Indicted Legislator an Ex-Bar- 
tender, Fight Promoter— 
Arrested 20 Times, 


Edward M. (Putty Nose) Brady, 
who was indicted yesterday by the 
grand jury with John P. Nick, big 
boss of the theatrical unions, is a 
former bartender and boxing pro- 
moter and lives at 1425 Hilis ter- 
race. 

He is serving his third term in 
the lower House of the Missouri 
Legisiature from the Fourth St. 
Louis District and is a close asso- 
‘ciate of Edward J. Hogan, former 
gang leader, known as “Jelly Roll.” 

Brady has a St. Louis police rec- 
ord of 20 arrests, of which nine 
were on traffic charges, three were 
based on the State bone-dry prohi- 
bition law, and eight were connect-| 
ed with police investigation of oth- 
er criminal cases. Brady was fined 
in three of the traffic cases, and 
received a 10-day Workhouse sen- 
tence in another, but police rec- 
ords do not show whether the sen- 
tence was served. In all the other 
cases he was released. 

He was arrested and held for 
the Coroner after the body of Pa- 
trolman William Anderson, dead 
from a bullet wound, was found 
Feb. 10, 1924, on Vandeventer ave- 
nue, 100 feet south of a saloon run 
by Brady at 3900 Natural Bridge 
avenue. No prosecution resulted. 

Arrested 5 Times After Holdup. 

Following the holdup robbery of 
Nolte’s hotel, Jefferson avenue and 
University street, on March 9, 1926, 
Brady was arrested on’ five differ-

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Historic 138th Regiment 


New Armory 


Begins Moving From “

Occupied for 31 Years— Mayor Presents 
Keys to $1,347,000 Structure. 


Temporary” Structure 


The historic 138th Regiment, Mis- 
souri National Guard, began. the 
move to its new $1,347,000 Armory 
on the south side of Market street 
between Prospect and Bernard ave- 
nues today from “temporary” quar- 
ters occupied for 31 years, the old 
First Regiment Armory a biock east 
at Grand boulevard, 

Two master keys to the literal 
hundreds of doors in the new 1.97- 
acre structure were handed to Col. 
Lawrence C. Kingsland, commander 
by Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, in 
a brief ceremony at the City Hall. 

Removal of furnishings, supplies 
and equipment to the new and 
presumably “permanent” quarters 
is to be completed next week. A lit- 
tle inside finishing work remains, 
but City and PWA engineers have 
pronounced the structure ready for 
use, Some funds remaining of the 
$1,347,000 total “docket” are expect- 
ed to provide further essential 
building equipment. 

Abandonment of the “temporary” 
quarters was made possible by $1,- 
000,000 bonds of the $16,000,000 issue 
voted May 15, 1934, plus a 30 per 
cent PWA grant. The site, a block 
long on Market with a depth of 266 
feet, cost $134,000. 

The building itself, 350x240 feet, 
consists essentially of staff offices, 
company suites, assembly, class and 
recreation rooms and storage space 
—100,000 cubic feet of it — built

SIXTH AND CONCLUDING ARTICLE. 
HERE is no air power in the United States for the adequate de- 
T of the country against air attack. We may be on our way to 
getting it but the word is “may.” What fighting aviation we have 
is in the status of errand boy for the Army and Navy. As errand boy, 
aviation does the scouting and spotting for the big guns below. 


Too poor to build battleships, 
Germany and Italy were hard 
pressed to find the way to military 
power. They promoted, 
and trained their aviation errand 
boy services, taught them the tricks 
of war and turned them into ex- 
press men of death who could go 
places at speeds no army or navy 
ever thought of traveling. These 
express men of death were organ- 
ized into air forces independent of 
armies and navies. They carry 
the war right to the man in the 
street, carefully avoiding the land 
and sea forces, dump the war right 
at his feet, and ask him how miruch 
more trouble he wants. Fear of 
these quick answers gave Germany 
and Italy, the air-power nations, 
the decision at Munich, kicking all 
the known rules for running a war 
into a cocked hat, 

Munich tipped the apple cart, 
and as we regard the scattered ap- 
ples, our respect for air forces and 
air power grows along with con- 
cern for our own national safety. 
As that lesson drives home, our 
concern develops into a veritable 
panic, and we begin to talk of 9000 
or 10,000 airplanes in an organiza- 
tion promoted above the job of 
serving our army and navy. 

Air Force Smothered. 

‘ach time our fighting aviation 
services showed promise of being 
able to run a war independently of 
the land and sea forces, army and 
navy leaders jumped on the idea 
ard pushed our errand boy aviation 
back to its original status. And 
that is where it is today. But 9000 
or 10,000 airplanes for the air de- 
fense of America may mean the 
reorganization of our national de- 
fense system into a three-depart- 
ment affair, of army, navy and air. 

This would be a logical develop- 
ment, since our present army and 
navy are not prepared to adminis- 
ter any such an organization, com- 
posed of 150,000 or more men, 
charged with selecting and pur- 
chasing more military airplanes 
than we have built in the last 20 
years, and faced with the gigantic 
task of training the entire per- 
sonnel. 

Whether our army and navy can 
be compelled to acquiesce to any 
such reorganization is the first

If the sudden proposals for the 
development of this country’s air 
power had led off with commands 
and appropriations for our labora- 
tories of the National Advisory 
Council for Aeronautics to speed 
up aeronautical research to enable 
us to build ships and engines more 
efficient than those of Europe, it 
would appear we were making sen- 
sible use of the Munich lesson. But 
air power is by no means numbers 
of airplanes.

PRINCE VALDEMAR DIES; 
WAS UNCLE OF KINGS 


Youngest Brother of Late 
Queen Alexandra Refused 
Bulgarian Throne in 1887,

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 14.—Prince 
Valdemar of Denmark, famous 
“Uncle of Kings,” died today of 
bronchial influenza. He was 380 
years old. 

He was an uncle of King Chris- 
tian of Denmark and the youngest 
brother of the late Queen Alexandra 
of Great Britain, the wife of King 
Edward VIL 

He received the nickname “Uncle 
of Kings” before the World War 
when his nephews were on the 
thrones of five countries — Great 
Britain, Norway, Denmark, Greece 
and Russia. 

He himself was once offered a 
throne but refused it. Bulgaria in 
1887 asked him to become its King, 
but he preferred the life of a 
Prince of Denmark and his career 
in the Danish Navy. 

He was born Oct. 27, 1858, the 
youngest child of King Christian 
IX and Queen Louise, the “par- 
ents-in-law of Europe.” In 1885 ne 
married Princess Marie of Orleans,

How Did It Happen? 


HOW DID IT HAPPEN? Ap- 
parently Owner Harry Frazee of 
the Red Sox got into financial 
distress, about the time his cham- 
pionship team hit the World War 
period, and he had to go into the 
borrowing business. 

It was disclosed at the time 
that one of Jake Ruppert’s com- 
panies loaned Frazee a sum said 
to have been $300,000. After- 
wards it appeared that Ruppert 
became No. 1 customer of Frazee. 
Ruppert was willing to pay big 
prices for talent and the sum of 
$125,000 for Ruth hit a record at 
that time. 

Whether the transfer of play- 
ers helped cancel Frazee’s obliga- 
tion we don’t know. But the fact 
remains there was steady flow of 
stars from the Red Sox to the 
Yankees.

ONE OF THE PLAYERS so 
transferred was Carl Mays, who 
was sold to the Yankees while 
under suspension by Ban Johnson 
for alleged malingering. Johnson 
charged that Mays wanted to quit 
Boston and go to New York and 
that he was “playing for his re- 
lease.” 

He got it—and this transfer 
was followed by one of the few 
court fights indulged in by base- 
ball officials. The case resulted 
in a setback for President Ban 
Johnson and started him on the

THREE MEN MAY 
CONTROL POLICY 
OF THE YANKEES 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—The sports 
world wondered today what effect 
the death of Col. Jacob Ruppert 
would have on the world champion 
New York Yankee—the baseball 
club he helped buy for $450,000 in 
1915 and built into a $15,000,000 en- 
terprise. 

In most quarters it was assumed 
that the energetic little bachelor 
who died yesterday at the age of 
71 had made ample provision for 
the future of the baseball empire 
that brought him more satisfaction 
than the millions he made in beer 
and real estate. 

The best bet seemed to be that 
a triumvirate would rule baseball’s 
most valuable property—a triumvi- 
rate of Ed Barrow, 70, veteran club 
secretary; George Weiss, head of 
the Yankees’ “farm” system, and 
George Ruppert, ~the Colonel's 
brother. 

Officials estimated that, if Col. 
‘RRuppert’s net estate totals $70,- 
000,000—associates said he was 
worth between $70,000,000 and $100,- 
000,000—the Federal and State gov- 
ernments would take all but about 
$12,000,000 in taxes, Whether this 
would have any effect on the fu- 
ture of the baseball properties was 
not determined. 

Funeral services for the Colonel 
will be held Monday morning in St. 
Ignatius Loyola Church with a sol- 
emn requiem mass. 

Burial services afterward in the 
Ruppert family mausoleum in Ken- 
sico Cemetery in Westchester Coun- 
ty will be private. 

Among the honorary pallbearers 
will be Albert Brennan, the Colo- 
nel’s executive secretary; Joe Mc- 
Carthy, manager of the Yankees; 
Mayor LaGuardia, former Gov. Al- 
fred E. Smith, Senator Robert F.

Hunger Occurs 
lf Stomach Is 
Without Food 


Like Appetite, It Is No 
Definite Guide to Need 
for Nourishment.

are young, an enemy when we 
are middle aged and a stranger 
when we are old. 

As a comptroller of food intake 
and body weight, it is no such ac- 
curate and delicate guide as thirst 
is for water intake. As we saw in 
discussing water intake, the slight- 
e+ lowering of the fixed water in 
the tissues brings on thirst. When 
the deficit is made up, thirst ceas- 
es, and if by chance we drink more 
water than we need, the excess is 
sluiced off by the skin or kidneys. 


Hunger, or rather appetite, in re- 
lation to food intake has none of 
these virtues. It does not wait un- 
til food intake is peeded, but be- 
gins to announce itself whenever 
the stomach is empty. The body 
may have enough stores laid up to 
furnish energy for a month, but the 
appetite will call for more. And, 
on the contrary, it is the testimony 
of those who-have been on the 
verge of starvation that then there 
is no hunger sensation at all. 


Hunger and appetite are not ex- 
actly the same in mechanism. Hun- 
ger is “a dull ache or gnawing pain 
referred to the lower midchest re- 
gion, or pit of the stomach.” Hun- 
ger occurs only when the stomach 
is empty and is caused by rhythmic 
contractions moving over the stom- 
ach. This has been proved innumer- 
able times by physiologists. The ex- 
periment is performed by having a 
human subject swallow a small bal- 
loon. The balloon is blown up and 
its tube attached to a recording de- 
vice. When the subject of the ex- 
periment indicates that he feels 
the sensation of hunger, the record 
shows that the stomach is squeez- 
ing the balloon by its contractions. 

Appetite, on the other hand, is a 
complex experience, mostly psychic 
in origin and made up of memory 
impressions of sight, taste and 
smell.

On this definition it is appetite, 
not hunger, that is the villain I 
have described in the first para- 
graph. 

Appetite may be disordered either 
by being unnaturally diminished or 
by being excessive. 

Lack of appetite is a frequent 
symptom of some forms of dyspep- 
sia. And the paradoxical thing is 
that these people who have no urge 
to eat and will not be persuaded 
are underweight and undernour- 
ished to an alarming extent. To 
all persuasions they say they will 
not eat because they have no ap- 
petite. To cure thein they have 
to be convinced that an appetite is 
a luxury, not a necessity. You 
jdo not need an appetite to eat. 

Excessive appetite is called bu- 
limia, In a mild form most middle- 
aged people have it. They eat too 
much, more than their necessity, 
more than their activities call for. 
That is what I meant when I said 
that in middle age hunger is an 
enemy. It leads to overweight.

If South passes 
over East’s heart bid, the presump 
tion (from South’s point of view) 
ig that North may rebid diamonds 
South then will have a terrible 
choice of bidding his spade suit for 
the first time at a higher level or 
passing to a contract that he has 
every reason to fear. 

2. Undoubtedly North should have 
bid four spades.‘ This is stronger 
than three spades and would be 
well justified by North's holding 


As a matter of fact, North might 
well have cue-bid hearts, thereby 
suggesting a spade fit and forci 
another bid from South. 

3. Decidedly, South should not 
have bid three no trump. The only 
question was whether to pass or bid 
four spades. 

4. Yes, South should have bid four 
spades despite his very anemic 
spade holding. Presumably, the 
hands would fit beautifully, despite 
South’s void in diamonds. Norths 
double jump could hardly be based 
on fewer than four trumps. 

5. No, South was not forced to 
bid. The double raise, made by th 
opening bidder to a responder’s bif 
is not forcing.
